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TEMPORARY RISE 
IN STREETCAR AND 
BUS. PASS. PRICE 
GRANTED BY STATE 


Public Service Commis- 
sion Orders 20 Pct. 
Boost Effective Sunday 
—Valuation of Com- 
pany to Be Made.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 31— 
The St. Louis Public Service Co. 
was authorized today by the Pub- 
lic Service Commission to inaugu- 
rate Sunday a new fare schedule 
increasing the sale price of street 
car and bus passes an average of 
about 20 per cent. 

The commission allowed the 
new schedule to become effective 
on a “temporary or experimental 
basis” pending an appraisal of the 
company’s property and the audit 
of its books by the commission, 
to fix a new valuation of the 
transit company for rate-making 
purposes. 

The new schedule will increase 
. the price of the regular weekly 
pass from $1.25 to $1.50; the week- 
ly express bus pass from $1.50 to 
“$1.75; the weekly shopper-theater 
pass from 75 cents to $1 and the 
Sunday holiday pass from 25 
cents to 30 cents. 

No Cash Fare Increase. 

No increase has been requested 
in the 10-cent cash fare or for the 
price of tokéns, four for 35 cents 
and they remain unchanged. 

In its order, the commission de- 
clared it is retaining full juris- 
diction in the case and that the 
increase prices for street car and 
bus passes shall be continued 
until it orders otherwise. 

The commission reviewed the 
company’s contention that _in- 
creased rates were necessary to 
offset declining revenues and 
higher operating costs, and cited 
figures and estimates given by 
the company during a_ recent 
hearing on the utility’s applica- 
tion for the new schedule. 

“The commission believes the 
evidemce before us indicates un- 
questionably that Public Service 
(Co.) is entitled to some relief in 
the form of increased fares,” the 
report and order stated. 

“We cannot, however, on the 
basis of the evidence before us, 
determine properly whether the 
proposed new schedule of fares 
will produce an excessive return. 

Changes in Property. 

“The investment cost rate base 
advanced by Public Service is 
based on a 1927 valuation of Pub- 
lic Service’s predecessor, United 
Railways Company, and since that 
date Public Service has gone 
through bankruptcy and reorgani- 
zation involving radical] changes in 
both property and operations, 
making the rate base advanced of 
doubtful value. 

“Likewise, all parties admitted 
that the estimate of increased 
revenues from the proposed new 
schedule of fares is purely con- 
jectural and subject to wide spec- 
ulation as to the actual effect on 
revenues. 

“After due deliberation, we are 
of the opinion that in fairness to 
all parties involved, including 
both the public and Public Serv- 
ice, the revised schedules of ‘ares 
filed by Public Service ... shou'd 
be alowed to become effective on

St. Louisans steamed through 
the hottest night in two years last 
night, and could look forward to 
only moderate relief in the next 
few days. Meteorologist Harry F. 
Wahlgren said high temperature 
today would be about 95, with a 
low tomorrow morning of about 
72. He predicted afternoon tem- 
peratures in the 90s for several 
days. 

After registering 100 at 7 p.m. 
yesterday, the mercury had 
dropped only to 90 by 10 p.m., and 
the midnight reading was 88. The 
temperature dropped slowly in the

early morning to.a low of 80.2 at 
6:30 a.m. 


Adding to the discomfort of St. 
Louisans trying to sleep, was the 
high humidity. The humidity at 7 
a.m, today was 75 per cent, about 
20 per cent above normal for the 
temperature. 

Mean temperature last night 
and early today, from 10 p.m. to 
7 a.m., was 85.6 degrees. Wahl- 
gren thinks the night of July 23-24 
in 1945 was hotter because the 
minimum reading then was only 
82 degrees, even though the mean 
temperature was 85.5 degrees.

OPEN VERDICT 
IN MINE DEATHS AT 
WEST FRANKFORT 


No Evidence at Inquest of 


Criminal Negligence, 


Says State’s Attorney 
Mitchell.

WEST FRANKFORT, Ill, July 
31—A coroner’s jury returned an 
open verdict early today in the 


deaths of 27 men killed a week 
ago in the gas explosion at Old 
Ben Coal Corp. Mine No. 8. 

After hearing almost hour hours 
of testimony, the six jurors, all 
of them miners or men familiar 
with mining operations, decided 
the victims died of “injuries, 
burns and suffocation caused by 
an explosion of gas,” but “the 
cause of the explosion is unknown 
to this jury.” 

State’s Attorney J. Max Mitchell, 
who assisted in questioning wit- 
nesses, said he would continue 
his own inquiry. “No evidence of 
criminal negligence was shown at 
the inquest,” he said, “but there 
are other facts which possibly 
would be testified to by other 
witnesses.” 

Since the three injured men 
were not called for “examination” 
at the inquest, Mitchell- contin- 
ued, he would question them him- 
self. The three—Charles Smith, 
Frank Casper and Tom Kirby— 
thought the blast might have been 
ignited by a spark from an un- 
derground locomotive which went 
into the area of the explosion a 
few minutes before the blast. 
Their statements were read to 
the jury but they did not testify. 

Mitchell said he would ask for 
a report by federal inspectors or 
would talk to them “to get more 
complete facts and facts possibly 
not brought out at the inquest.” 
No federal inspectors testified. 

“From the facts developed at 
the inquest,” Mitchell said, “there 
appears to be nothing to present 
to the grand jury at this time.” 
He planned to question two or 
three miners who were sick the 
day of the explosion “to find out 
about possible negligence.”

80 TRAFFIC DEATHS 
A DAY IN U.S. IN 
FIRST HALF OF YEAR 


CHICAGO, July 31 (AP)—Traf- 
fic accidents in the United States 
resulted in an average of 80 
deaths a day from Jan. 1 to July 
1, figures released by the National 
Safety Council disclosed today. 

The council said there were 14,- 

480 traffic fatalities in the first 
six months—181° days—this year, 
9 per cent fewer than for the cor- 
responding period in 1946. Of the 
total, 2490 were killed in June, 
an increase of 5 per cent from 
June, 1946. 
~ However, the council said, the 
traffic situation was “pretty well 
in hand.” It said the total in 
June was 8 per cent less than in 
May; ‘there were 20 per cent fewer 
deaths in June this year than in 
June, 1941, the year a record high 
i. traffic fatalities was set, and 
hat travel is on the upswing, with 
indications the mileage death rate 
for the first five months is about 
5 per cent less than last year. 
» Of 41 states submitting traffic 
reports, 29 showed decreases in 
traffic deaths in the first six 
months this year. These included 
Missouri with 27 per cent de- 
crease, the third largest and Ili- 
nois, 4. 


St. Louis was one of 26 cities 
of 200,000 population or over which 
had fewer traffic deaths in the 
first six months of this year than 
in the same period last year, 
Robert B. Brooks, president of 
the Safety Council of Greater St. 
Louis, said today. St. Louis had 
42 deaths in the period last year 
as against 41 this year, he pointed 
out.

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BRITISH AND 
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LONDON, July 31 (AP)-—Brit- 
ain arranged high-level economic 
talks with the United States to- 


day in a renewed bid to stave off 
its looming economic crisis. 

The Board of Trade said its 
‘president, Sir Stafford Cripps, 
|would fly to Paris this afternoon 
'for a conference with William L. 
Clayton, United States Under Sec- 
retary of State for economic af- 
fairs, and the. British press said 
they would consider slashing Brit- 
ain’s imports from America to 
save dollars. 

Clayton and Paul-Henri Spaak, 
Belgian Premier and Foreign Min- 
ister, were reported to have con- 
ferred in Paris yesterday on the 
projected increase in the level of 
industry in western Germany. 

Britain has drawn another $300,- 
000,000 of the $3,750,000,000 loan 
granted by the United States a 
year ago. The withdrawal leaves 
Britain only a billion dollars of the 
fund originally expected to last at 
least three years. 

It was the fourth British draft 
on the credit this month, and 
brought July withdrawals to a 
total of $700,000,000, or twice as 
much in any single month pre- 
viously. It is predicted in official 
quarters that the entire $3,750,000,- 
000 will be gone before the end of 
this year. 

Meanwhile, the British people 
took calmly disclosures that the 
Government almost immediately 
would cut its armed strength, 
scale down the nation’s standard 
of living and call for longer work- 
ing hours to save British economy. 

Little Comment Made. 

Few newspapers commented edi- 
torially on the revelations, which 
followed a “crisis” meeting yester- 
daly of *Prime Minister Clement 
R. Attlee and his Labor members 
of Parliament. Those that did 
wrote approvingly. 

“It is high time that they (the 
Government) took this _ step, 
though it will mean a still more 
austere way of life for everyone,” 
said the Yorkshire Post (Conserva- 
tive), owned by the family of for- 
mer Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden.

DUTCH GIVE MINOR 
LANDS IN INDIES 
SELF GOVERNMENT 


Three Areas Previously 

Regarded as Republi- 

can — Netherlands 
Troops Take Malang. 


By STANLEY SWINTON 
BATAVIA, July 31 (AP)—Neth- 
erlands authorities, who since 
July 20 have been reducing the 
Indonesian republic’s territory by 
military means, moved today to 
do the same thing by political ac- 
tion as well. 

The Dutch government estab- 
lished the islands of Bangka and 
Billiton, rich in tin, and the Riouw 
Archipel (archipelago), producer 
of bauxite, as autonomous terri- 
tories in the projected United 
States of Indonesia. 

These territories all had been 
regarded as part of the republio 
along with Java, Sumatra and 
Madoera--under the Linggadjati 
(Cheribon) agreement of last 
March, which provided for a U.S.I. 
to become a sovereign and equal 
partner of the Netherlands under 
the Dutch crown on Jan. 1, 1949. 

The Netherlands announcement 
said democratic councils would 
be elected for the three territories 
and authority given the govern- 
ments would reflect “the com- 
pletely new relations which have 
come into being” lately. 

Military Operations. 

On the military front, the Dutch 
announced the capture of fire- 
scarred Malang, former resort city 
which is the key to East Central 
Java. 

“The town is a wilderness,” the 
first _semi-official dispatch said. 
“Important buildings, factories, a 
convent, and cinemas were blown 
up and burnt days. ago. Shops 
were pillaged and the city is dead, 
According to the population, loot- 
ing commenced a week ago and 
also demolitions of public build- 
ings by the ‘revolutionary army.’ 
These included members of the 
regular Indonesian forces and 
other organizations made up of 
people from the island of Celebes.” 

More than 100,000 Indonesians 
left Malang ahead of the Dutch 
forces, the dispatch said. Only 
Chinese and Eurasians stayed be- 
hind, 

The republicans asserted ' that 
Indonesian forces were within 12 
miles of Batavia and had reoccu- 
pied the perimeter towns of Tan- 
gerang, Serpong and Tjimene. 
The Dutch declared this report 
was “nonsense.” This reporter 
found no sign of republican~ ac- 
tivity in the general Batavia area. 

The Indonesian broadcast said 
Malang was “heavily grenaded 
and machine-gunned” during the 
‘night, and that republicans start- 
ed fires in the city yesterday. It 
said Dutch planes strafed Malang. 

The Indonesians said another 
column of the Dutch Army, 
equipped largely with United 
States lend-lease and surplus war 
supplies, had cut nearly halfway 
across the waist of Java in a 
drive from Tegal, on the north 
coast, to the Bobotsari area, 35 
miles to the southeast.

WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP)— 
President Truman signed today a 


$502,123,912 appropriation bill for 
flood control, navigation and other 
non-military activities of the War 
Department. 

The measure carries $298,334,825 
for flood control construction and 
maintenance, plus $116,718,700 for 
navigation improvements and 
maintenance in the year ending 
next June 30. 

Other items are $20,576,000 for 
the Panama Canal, $64,190.387 for 
cemetery expenses, $1,804,000 for 
the Alaska Communications Sys- 
tem, and $500,000 for alteration of 
bridges over navigable waters 
under the jurisdiction of the Army 
engineers, The cemetery ex- 
penses include $60,000,000 for re- 
turning the bodies of war dead 
from foreign soil. 

While the total is $117,803,188 
less than a _  $619,927,100 budget 
estimate, it carries the largest 
flood control fund in several years. 

The bill provides funds to con- 
tinue or start water projects in 
most of the country’s river basins. 
Some involve hydro-electric devel- 
opment as well as flood control, 
navigation and related works. 

Included in the flood control 
funds are the following items: 
$60,401,625. for various Pick-Sloan 
prajects in the Missouri river 
basin; $10,497,000 for the Upper 
Mississippi (above the Ohio), in- 
cluding nearly $4,500,000 for the 
proposed navigation channel below 
Chain of Rocks, opposite St. Louis, 
and $50,000,009 for the Lower Mis- 
sissippi. Biggest Pick-Sloan proj- 
ect covered is $20,105,625 for start- 
ing general work on the big Gar- 
rison dam on the Missouri river 
above Bismarck, N.D,

Progress of Vote Fraud 


Inquiry Hampered by 


Recalcitrant Witnesses 
—Jurors Reported In- 
censed.

KAMSAS CITY, July 31—A spe- 
cial federal grand jury has re- 
sumed its inquiry into vote frauds 
in the 1946 primary here under 
circumstances which indicated the 
possibility that a perjury indict- 
ment may be returned before the 
jury completes its current session. 

Plans are for the return of any 
additional vote fraud indictments 
the jury may vote at the close of 
its present session, probably at 
the end of next week. But if it 
becomes necessary to return a 
perjury indictment it would be 
reported to United States District 
Judge Albert A. Ridge as soon as 
it was voted. 

Progress of the inquiry was 
hampered yesterday, the Post-Dis- 
patch learned, by the recalcitrant 
attitude of certain witnesses. As 
a result, only a few witnesses 
were heard from about 40 voters 
and election officials of the Fifth 
Precinct of the Second Ward. 
Questioning of residents of that 
precinct was resumed this morn- 
ing and was expected to continue 
throughout the day. 

Jurors Angry. 

Much of the interrogation yes- 
terday was conducted by members 
of the jury. Indications were that 
jurors were incensed by the atti- 
tude of certain witnesses and sub- 
jected some of them to unusually 
jong examinations. 

The jury has at its disposal re- 
sults of an investigation of special 
agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation into vote fraud in 
the Second Ward. That ward is 
bossed by Henry McKissick, tav- 
ern owner and veteran Demo- 
cratic politician. 

Many of his henchmen are 
under indictment by a _ State 
Grand Jury. The state charges 
include indictments against seven 
defendants from the Fifth Pre- 
cinct of the Second Ward, now 
under federal investigation. They 
include A. A. (Jack) Williams, for- 
mer deputy coroner, Ballots from 
that precinct were among those 
stolen in the blowing of the court- 
house safe here the night of May 
27-28. 

L. E. Broome, one of two assist- 
ant attorney generals assigned by 
Attorney General Tom C. Clark to 
assist Richard K. Phelps, special 
prosecutor empowered to inves@#- 
gate vote frauds and the theft of 
the ballots, participated in the 
jury session yesterday. He was 
to be joined today by William A. 
Paisley, who recently successfully 
prosecuted former Congressman 
Andrew J. May. 

Air-Conditioned Room. 

The jury is occupying an un- 
used air-conditioned courtroom, 
moving from the regular grand 
jury room to escape the intense 
heat, marked by a temperature of 
107 degrees here yesterday. It is 
conducting its inquiry a few doors 
from offices of United States Sen- 
ator James P. Kem, who has not 
abandoned hope of ultimately ob- 
taining a federal investigation into 
the belated action of Attorney 
General Clark in directing an in- 
quiry into the primary frauds, 

Senator Kem, who plans to 
make brief trips throughout the 
state to ascertain “what the 
people are thinking,” observed 
that he already had received indi- 
cations of what they thought 
about vote frauds. 

“Judging from the number of 
letters and telegrams I have re- 
ceived from Missouri as well as 
other places in the nation,” Sen- 
ator Kem remarked, “people gen- 
erally won't stand for vote frauds. 
In outstate Missouri votes are 
counted as cast. People there will 
not condone fraud here.” 

Kem said he hoped the jury 
would conduct a thorough inves- 
tigation, regardless of politics, 
and would return’ indictments 
where fraud was indicated.

IN INDONESIA CASE 


By R. H. SHACKFORD 

WASHINGTON? July 31 (UP)— 
The United States and Britajn 
were expected today to seek nego- 
tiation or mediation of the Indo- 
nesian situation outside the Unit- 
ed Nations in view of the Neth- 
erlands’ warning it would contend 
the trouble was a purely internal 
affair. 

The issue poses a dilemma for 
American officials. They were the 
prime movers in writing into the 
U.N, Charter the provision prohib- 
iting the U.N. from taking juris- 
diction over domestic issues. 

The dilemma is compounded by 
the fact that American officials 
have divided views on the basic is- 
sue. The Dutch have been loyal 
supporters of the British-Ameri- 
can policy in Europe against the 
Soviet Union, and the United 


States would naturally like to 
avoid embarrassing .the Dutch. 
On the other hand, Americans 
traditionally have always been for 
peoples like the Indonesians who 
are striving for independence. 
Thus, any formula which would 
have the U.N. limit its action to 
calling for a cessation of hostili- 
ties and resumption of negotiation 
or acceptance of mediation would 
be extremely welcome to both the 
United States and Britain.

SUPPLY THIS FALL, 
NO PRICE BREAK

with those expressed in a report 
by a House agriculture subcom- 
mittee on its investigation of food 
supplies. The subcommittee said 
meat supplies should increase by 
15 per cent in the fall and winter 
months, but it expressed grave 
concern over the effects of 
America’s food export program. 

“Should the program be con- 
tinued on the same scale as dur- 
ing the past 11 months, the pros- 
pects for lower meat prices may 
not be realized,” the subcommittee

said. The report noted that 445.- 
000,000 pounds of meat products 
were shipped abroad during that 
period. 

Current meat exports are run- 
ning at a rate of only about 13 
per cent of that figure. Only one 
third of 1 per cent of meat pro- 
duction is earmarked for export 
from July through September. 
Urges Halt to Corn Exports. 
Warning that the United States 
is not “an inexhaustible horn of 
plenty” capable of feeding the 
world, the report recommended 
that’ Government agencies sus- 
pend all corn exports until the 
new crop is in. .The size of the 
corn harvest, it explained, will 
largely determine the size of meat, 
poultry and dairy supplies this 
fall. 

The group criticized the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation, Gov- 
ernment agency which buys grain 
for export “for not always exer- 
cising the best judgment.” 
Preliminary estimates of the 
Government’s Bureau of Labor 
Statistics indicate that food prices 
last month set a record high. 
Meat prices in Washington 
jumped to a point not far below 
the record highs of a year ago. 
T-bone steaks are selling at 85 
cents to $1.10 a pound. Loin lamb 
chops are $1.20 a pound in some 
stores, compared with an 80-cent 
top which formerly prevailed for 
the best grades. Bacon prices 
range from 65 to 79 cents a pound 
and loin pork chops are about 85 


cents, 

Prices Vary in Nation. 
In Chicago, a spokesman for the 
National Association , of Retail 
Meat Dealers said prices varied 
across the nation, “but I must ad- 
mit that prices for the better cuts 
are nearly as high as they were a 
year ago.” He said many poorer 
cuts were “going begging.” 
The “break” in food prices fore- 
cast last February was based on 
an anticipated harvest of: plenty, 
a domestic business recession and 
reduced exports. Bad weather 
knocked Europe off its farming 
feet, however. Instead of declin- 
ing total United States exports 
increased. United States employ- 
ment shot to record heights, in- 
creasing domestic purchasing 
power. Now, bad weather threat- 
ens to reduce total United States 
farm production by curtailing corn 
and oats crops. .

man, passed me, We all thought 
it was a small fire due to a fall.

We found Toby Smith still alive 
and also found Tom Kirby. We 
put on masks and went on in. 
Then the helmet team went in 13 
East and found no sign of life 
in the men. We curtained up 
two brattices (to keep out impure 
air) and ran in and out with the 
bodies. We put the injured men 
in empty cars and pushed the 
cars out.” 

Bowker, a lean man in khaki 
clothing, was asked by Coroner 
David J. Clayton if he had “any 
ideas how the explosion hap- 
pened.” 

“It happened somewhere way 
inside,” Bowker replied. “No gas 
was found in that territory since 
Jan, 18, 1946, and we found no 
gas after the explosion.

. Henley, still pursuing the wit- 
ness, said: “The whole state is 
waiting to hear what is decided 
here tonight. The State Mining 
|Board said there was nothing 
| wrong, but we coal diggers know 
| there was.” 

James Edwards, president of 
Local 959 of the United Mine 
Workers, reminded Henley that 
the State’s Attorney was present, 
“he has two ears and a stenog- 
rapher and he'll decide if there 
/was negligence.” Edwards added 
that Henley was formerly a mine 
boss for the Old Ben Corp., but 
his services were dispensed with 
and “he is now trying to put the 
blame on the company.” 

After State’s Attorney Mitchell 
explained the purposes of a Cor- 
oner’s inquest, the witness finally 
was excused. 

Spectators listened intently to 
the statement of Casper, read by 
a court reporter. He related: “1 
saw a big ball of fire coming and 
I fell. That was all I could do. 
It must have knocked me uncon- 
scious. Finally I came to and I 
went to praying. And when I 
prayed the Lord answered my 
prayer and I crawled on my hands 
and knees—I don’t know how far 
—into the good air.” 

Kirby and Smith related in their 
written statements they were sit- 
ting on a motor, looking | east, 
when they saw a flash and heard 
an explosion.

TOKYO, July 31 (AP)—Eight 
B-29 Superfortresses took off to- 
day on a one-stop flight to Wash- 
ington in a display of long-dis- 
tance United States aerial might 
for Army Air Force day tomor 
row.

Their first and only scheduled 
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stop will be Anchorage, Alaska.

WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP)— 
Representativ Rizley (Rep.), Okla- 
homa, chairman of a House ex- 
penditures subcommittee, today

A study of past records discloses 
that the Missouri Valley has suf- 
fered from similar congressional | 
vacillation ever since the first | 
program ‘for large-scale improve- 
ment of the river was launched 
in 1886. For the current fiscal 
year, for example, the flood con- | 
trol fund of $60,401,625 was won 
only in the wake of devastating 
floods; the original figure set by 
the House was $24,200,000. 


President Truman in his July 
16 message to Congress said: 
“What we néed to do is to take 
immediate advantage of the 
authorizations which the 
Congress has already voted.” 


Promise and Failure. 


Congress often has voted a 
promising authorization, and then 
_im succeeding years failed to ap-| 
propriate the funds to carry it 
out. The result has been a 61- 
year record of piece-meal im- 
provements. Twice in the present 
century work has been virtually 
abandoned. Until the last 10 years 
little thought was given to pre- 
vention of floods; the emphasis 
was on an almost non-existent 
navigation. 


In 1886 Congress authorized a 
Missouri River Commission to 
direct the stream’s first long- 
range improvement plan. 

Contemporary newspaper ac- 
counts hailed the action as signal- 
ing the revival of steamboat navi- 
gation. There was mention also 
of checking the ravages of floods, 
but only as a by-product; the 
building of dikes and revetments 
to hold the river in line would by 
incident protect adjoining farm- 
lands from ®ank erosion. 


By 1900 the Missouri] River 
Commission had spent a total of 
$7,150,000—but the steamboat lines 
had vanished and so had the en- 
thusiasm of Congress for improv- 
ing the Missouri. 


“Practically all improvement will 
be stopped,” the Post-Dispatch 
atated on Feb. 1, 1900.“ ... the 
probable result will be that the 
work already done will go to ruin 
and the river will become a wild, 
unattended stream ...a menace 
to the territory through which it 


flows.” 

Clinton (Mo.) Democrat, 
quoting a report by the United 
States Army engineers as its au- 
thority, concluded editorially that 
the Missouri river “is dwindling.” 

“The story of the muddy Mis- 
souri has gone into history,” the 
Clinton editor wrote. “Its mon- 
strous catfish and palatial stern- 
wheelers, its death-dealing snags 
and treacherous eddies ... may 
be reviewed by the curious, It has 
played its part as a civilizer and 
conqueror of the barbarian. The 
present age finds it but a con- 
venient sewer.” 

The “Sewer” Floods. 

In 1902 Congress formally dis- 
solved the Missouri River Com- 
mission. 

In 1903 the Missouri river ex- 
ploded any illusion that it was 
“a dwindling, convenient sewer.” 
A great flood swept the valley in 
early June, a swift rise that 
stretched from bluff to bluff on 
the lower Missouri. Crops were 
wiped out, livestock was drowned, 
homes and barns were destroyed. 
Many a bottoms farmer was left 
with nothing but the ground he 
stood on, and in some cases not 
even that, for the river had eroded 
it away. 

There were floods in 1904, 1906, 
1908 and 1909 that, in the words 
of contemporary newspaper ac- 
counts, “swept the bottoms clean.” 

Congressional apathy proved 
hard to disturb, however. In 1906 
a Washington dispatch reported 
that such money as had been ap- 
propriated in recent years “was in 
such small amounts that little 
work could be done from year to 
year, making it possible for the 
river to undo in a short time 
all that had been done in the 
year before.” 

In 1907 it was reported that in 
10 years the Missouri river had 
washed away 6°, ) acres of farm 
land. 

Federal appropriations for, the 
Missouri in the 1901-10 period to- 
taled only $2,890,000. 

A 10-Year Program. 

Finally, jin 1910, a special board 
of engineers was set up to study 
the Missouri river. On Jan. 15, 
1911, it advocated the expenditure 
of $20,000,000 in a 10-year program 
at the rate of $2,000,000 a year. 

President William Howard Taft 
recommended the adoption of this 
plan in 1912, and it won congres- 
sional authorization. When it 
came to appropriations, however, 
the initial outlay was set at $800,- 
000, evoking the protest that such 
an allotment would “fail to provide 
for the upkeep of improvements.” 

As in the 1886-1900 program, 
the emphasis again was on the 
establishment of a channel for 
steamboating. A group of Kan- 
sas City business men ‘ormed a 
“$1,200.000 boat line,” which

In between these two extremes 
there is a small moderate press 
of the center still devoted to the 
cause of the vanished republic.

Among the score of underground 
publications which I have seen are 
some calling themselves “Soli- 
darity,” “The Socialist,” “Repub- 
lic,” “Social Force,” “Fraternity,” 
“Workers’ Solidarity of Galicia,” 
“Railroaders’ Culture,” “Prole- 
tarian,” “Liberty,” “The People’s 
Voice,” “The Libertarian Front,” 
“Free Castille,” “Youth,” “Free 
Youth” and “The Guerrilla War- 


rior.” 
How to Sabotage. ° 

“The Guerrilla Warrior,” besides 
its recipes for home-made bombs, 
contains some excellent alterna- 
tive plans for sabotaging railroads 
and bridges. : 

It rejects as outrageous state- 
ments by the Franco press that 
the guerrillas of the country are 
nothing but bandits. 

“We are far from being bandits,” 
one issue says. “We are the in- 
vincible people.” ' 

Some of this literature, both of 
the left and right, is fairly well 
printed on excellent paper. There 
are several two-color jobs, in 
which such emblems as the ham- 
mer and sickle are printed in red. 
The left-wing papers bear every 
evidence of having come from 
high-grade printing presses and 
not from  hole-in-the-wall hand 
presses, 

I am told that some are smug- 
gled over the border from France. 

It would take plenty of money, 
I believe, and some undisturbed 
periods of time without any ha- 
rassing by the police, to put out. 
some of the Communist literature, 
merely from the standpoint of 
technical excellence alone. More- 
over, the level of literacy, I am 
informed by my interpreters, is 
exceptionally high for a country 
where the literacy standard for 
a rebel forces is exceptionally 

ow. 

The monarchist literature is 
notable principally for the nature 
of its thought, which smacks of 
the Sixteentury Century or earlier. 
In such examples as I have seen, 
I have found accusations against 


Franco for having betrayed to his 
advantage “the glorious move- 
ment” — meaning the rebellion 
against the republic, in which the 
monarchists took a leading part. 

Nowhere in this literature is 
there any mention of the Spanish 
people, merely the plight of the 
exiled pretender, Don Juan. He is 
alleged to be the rightful King of 
Spain by divine right, who is be- 
ing kept from his throne by Fran- 
co the interloper. 

“The legitimate monarchy, and 
it alone, can assure the future of 
Spain and the unity of Spaniards,” 
one monarchist’ circular § says: 
“That is the task which Provi- 
dence has assigned to it.” 

It remarks concerning Franco's 
law of succession, which provides 
for the election of a king: “This 
law is the negation of the mon- 
archial principle. No one, not 
even the king, can elect a succes- 
sor to the throne. The heir is 
born, he is not nominated. He is 
a part of God’s design and not of 
man’s,” 7 

I asked three monarchists whom 
I met about this and they agreed 
that.the Spanish people are not 
yet capable of governing them- 
selves. Only by loyalty to a king 
who is born to stand above all 
parties and be the very incarna- 
tion of his people, they said, could 
the Spaniards be saved.

Mine Safety Enforcement Law 


Urged by Coal

Survey of Needs Suggested 


Collisson Proposes UMW Take Lead in Re-

In a report to Interior Secretary 
Krug, Collisson noted that the 
federal mine safety code, formu- 
lated during government opera- 
tion of bituminous mines, had 
been incorporated in the recent 
United Mine Workers agreement 
with private operators and that 
this extension should give Con- 
gress time to study and act. 

He quoted from the report of 
the Senate Committee that inves- 
tigated the Centralia (Ill.) disas- 
ter of March 25, which cost 111 
miners’ lives, as follows: 

“The first and most essential 
step is the enactment by Congress 
of legislation that will not only 
raise the standard of safety but 
will give the government the pow- 
er it now lacks to enforce that 
standard.” 

Legislation to set up safety 
standards was passed at the ses- 
sion of Congress just ended and is 
awaiting President Truman's sig- 
nature. It does not, however, pro- 
vide for federal enforcement. 


Other Suggestions. 

Collisson made three other sug- 
gestions, as follows, in his 18-page 
report covering the period .of 
July 29, 1946, to last June 30: © 

1. That the UMW take the op- 
portunity to assume leadership

A study of past records discloses 
that the Missouri Valley has suf- 
fered from similar congressional 
vacillationyever since the first 
program ‘for large-scale improve- 
ment of the river was launched 
in 1886. For the current fiscal 
year, for example, the flood con- 
trol fund of $60,401,625 was won 
only in the wake of devastating 
floods; the origina] figure set by 
the House was $24,200,000. 


President Truman in his July 
16 message to Congress said: 
“What we need to do is to take 
immediate advantage of the 
authorizations .. which the 
Congress has already voted.” 


Promise and Failure. 
Congress often has 


in succeeding years failed to ap- 
propriate the funds to carry it 
out. The result has been a 61- 
year record of piece-meal im- 
provements. Twice in the present 
century work has been virtually 
abandoned. Until the last 10 years 
little thought was given to pre- 
vention of floods; the emphasis 
was on an almost non-existent 
navigation. 


In 1886 Congress authorized a 
Missouri River Commission to 
direct the stream’s first long- 
range improvement plan. 

Contemporary newspaper ac- 
counts hailed the action as signal- 
ing the revival of steamboat navi- 
gation. There was mention also 
of checking the ravages of floods, 
but only .as a by-product; the 
building of dikes and revetments 
to hold the river in line would by 
incident protect adjoining farm- 
lands from bank erosion. 


By 1900 the Missouri River 
Commission had spent a total of 
$7,150,000—but the steamboat lines 
had vanished and so had the en- 
thusiasm of Congress for improv- 
ing the Missouri. 

“Practically all improvement will 
be stopped,” the Post-Dispatch 
atated on Feb. 1, 1900. “ ... the 
probable result will be that the 
work already done will go to ruin 
and the river will become a wild, 
unattended stream ... a menace 
to the territory through which it 
flows.” 

The Clinton (Mo.) Democrat, 
quoting a report by the United 
States Army engineers as its au- 
thority, concluded editorially that 
the Missouri river “is dwindling.” 

“The story of the muddy Mis- 
souri has gone into history,” the 
Clinton editor wrote. “Its mon- 
strous catfish and palatial stern- 
wheelers, its death-dealing snags 
and treacherous eddies ... may 
be reviewed by the curious. It has 
played its part as a civilizer and 
conqueror of the barbarian. The 
present age finds /it but a con- 
venient sewer.” 

The “Sewer” Fioods. 

In 1902 Congress formally dis- 
solved the Missouri River Com- 
mission. 

In 1903 the Missouri river ex- 
ploded any illusion that it was 
“a dwindling, convenient sewer.” 
A great flood swept the vailey in 
early June, a swift rise that

the lower Missouri. Crops were 
wiped out, livestock was drowned, 
homes and barns were destroyed. 
Many a bottoms farmer was left 
with nothing but the ground he 
stood on, and in some cases not 
even that, for the river had eroded 
it away. 

There were floods in 1904, 1906, 
1908 and 1909 that, in the words 
of contemporary newspaper ac- 
counts, “swept the bottoms clean.” 

Congressional apathy proved 
hard to disturb, however. In 1906 
a Washington dispatch reported 
that such money as had been ap- 
propriated in recent years “was in 
such small amounts that little 
work could be done from year to 
year, making it possible for the 
river to undo in a short time 
all that had been done in the 
year before.” 

In 1907 it was reported that in 
10 years the Missouri river had 
washed away 6°," ) acres of farm 
land. 

Federal appropriations for the 
Missouri in the 1901-10 period to- 
taled only $2,890,000. 

A 10-Year Program. 

Finally, in 1910, a special board 
of engineers was set up to study 
the Missouri river. On Jan. 15, 
1911, it advocated the expenditure 
of $20,000,000 in a 10-year program 
at the rate of $2,000,000 a year. 

President William Howard Taft 
recommended the adoption of this 
plan in 1912, and it won congres- 
sional authorization. When it 
came to appropriations, however, 
the initial outlay was set at $800,- 
000, evoking the protest that such 
an allotment would “fail to provide 
for the upkeep of improvements.” 

As in the 1886-1900 program, 
the emphasis again was on the 
establishment of a channel for 
steamboating. A group of Kah- 
gas City business men ‘ormed a

The Missouri river states united 
in protest. Te Post-Dispatch, in 
an editorial, asserted that “the old 
days when projects were 
begun never to be completed and 
one engineer capriciously aban- 
doned what another had hopefully 
devised, must not return.” 


A board of Army Engineers was 
named toreview Deakyne’s recom- 
mendation, On Dec. 18, 1915, it 
submitted to Congress a report re- 
versing Deakyne’s finds and re 
commending a continuation of the 
program, 

Reed Saves Appropriation. 

The program was saved but the 
fight for funds went on. In 1916 
Senator James A. Reed of Mis- 
souri led a successful effort to 
prevent what newspaper accounts 
termed anti-waterway Republican 
members” of the Senate from de- 
leting a $1,500,000 appropriation 
for the river. 

The struggle was repeated in 
succeeding congresses. By 1919 
the annual appropriation had been 
cut to $410,000. Altogether, the fed- 
eral government spent $9,900,000 
on the Missouri in the 10-year 
period ended in 1920. Had the 
program as authorized been car- 
ried out, the expenditure would 
have been in excess of $16,000,000. 

By 1920 the Kansas City barge 
line had gone out of business 
with an accompanying drop in 
congressional] interest. 

In 1926 a re-awakening of na- 
tional interest in waterways re- 


‘sulted in the Missouri receiving 


its first new authorization in 10 
years. Under an accelerated pro- 
gram, $41,352,000 was spent in the 
10-year period ended in 1930, vir- 
tually all of it in the last four 
years of the decade. 

In 1932 the national depression 
brought an order to curtail activi- 
ties drastically. 


Under Roosevelt. 


President Roosevelt’s public 
works program beginning in 1933 
brought another sharp reversal in 
policy. Millions of dollars went 
into river construction and in 
1936 Congress for the first time 
approved extensive surveys look- 
ing toward eventual flood control 
plans. The total expenditure in 
the 10-year period ended in 1940 
was $248,000,000. 

Curtailed by the war, expendi- 
tures in the next five years fell 
to $24,739,000. 


The flood control program lay 
dormant from 1936 until Decem- 
ber, 1944, when Congress adopted 
the Pick-Sloan compromise pro- 
gram. President Roosevelt, in 
signing the bill for it, stipulated 
that adoption of that program 
should not jeopardize future con- 
sideration of a Missouri Valley 
Authority. 


President Truman recently has 
reiterated his support of an MVA, 
but he has not pressed for it in 
his effort to get quick action on 
flood control for the Missouri 
basin and all the rest of the Mis- 
sissippi watershed. 


Pick-Sloan deals not only with 
flood control but with irrigation 
and various other aspects of basin 
development. 

Through enactment of the Pick- 
Sloan plan into law, the authoriza- 
tion for Missouri Valley flood con- 
trol had been obtained after years 
of endeavor, but in the matter of 
appropriations history threatens 
to repeat itself. The total spent 
on Pick-Sloan in the last three 
years is $73,120,000—of an esti- 
mated two billion dollars eventu- 
al cost. Had it not been for the 
costly flood of this year, the expen- 
ditures would have remained at the 
Same pace—a pace which brought 
from Sen.

T THIS writing it looks as if

by the $64 question when they 
convene here on Aug. 15. 
That question, which President 
Rafael Trujillo of the Dominican 
Republic is currently reported to 
be getting set to pop, is double- 
barreled, namely: 

If the Communists of any 
country within the Western 
Hemisphere attempt a local rev- 
olution, does it comprise an act 
of aggression by the Soviet 
Union or is it merely a domes- 
tic matter for that country to 
solve by itself? 


If a group of Communists in 
Cuba, Venezuela and Puerto 
Rico should sail over to the Do- 
minican Republic and attempt 
to overthrow its government, 
who is the aggressor? 


Julio Ortega Frier, Trujillo’s 
ambassador to Washington, has 
already charged that 3000 Commu- 
nists from those three neighbor- 
ing countries are training in Cuba 
to attack the Dominican Republic 
and attempt to get rid of Trujillo. 
Trujillo last month announced an 
overwhelming victory in an elec- 
tion held to remove himself from 
the dictator classification. Cuban 
officials say they know nothing of 
such a force. 


Treaty Problems. 


The Aug. 15 meeting, now slated 
to take place at the Hotel Quit- 
andinha in Petropolis, instead of 
in Rio de Janeiro, 40 miles away, 
is supposed to draft a permanent 
treaty providing for collective ac- 
tion in case of military aggres- 
sion from within or without the 
hemisphere. 


The framers of the treaty will be 
confronted by some new and ser- 
ious problems and its actual word- 
ing assumes added importance. 


If the Communifts in Chile, for 
instance, should seize power what 
would the other American nations 
be expected to do? This would 
be different from the usual type 
of revolution, because Communist 
leaders make no secret of the fact 
that their first loyalty is to Mos- 
cow. 


Although not on the conference 
agenda there are several live ques- 
tions afloat that may very well 
provide more fireworks than the 
actual treaty-making.

Should this conference, or some 
future one, attempt to define action 
in such cases as that of Nicara- 
gua, where Dictator Anastasio 
Somoza handpicked his successor 
and then kicked him out in 25 
days? 

Is the totalitarian situation in 
Spain any concern of the inter- 
American organization? 

What about the drafting of an 
economic “charter for the Amer- 
icas” to get United States help in 
raising living standards and in 
“reinforcing internal structures” in 
Latin America?

In a report to Interior Secretary 
Krug, Collisson noted that the 
federal mine safety code, formu- 
lated during igovernment opera- 
tion of bituminous mines, had 
been incorporated in the recent 
United Mine Workers agreement 
with private operators and that 
this extension should give Con- 
gress time to study and act. 

He quoted from the report of 
the Senate Committee that inves- 
tigated the Centralia (Ill.) disas- 
ter of March 25, which cost 111 
miners’ lives, as follows: 

“The first and most essential 
step is the enactment by Congress 
of legislation that will not only 
raise the standard of safety but 
will give the government the pow- 
er it now lacks to enforce that 
standard.” 

Legislation to set up safety 
standards was passed at the ses- 
sion of Congress just ended and is 
awaiting President Truman's sig- 
nature. It does not, however, pro- 
vide for federal ¢nforcement, 


Other Suggestions. 


Collisson made three other sug- 
gestions, as follows, in his 18-page 
report covering the _ period of 
» July 29, 1946, to last June 30: 


1. That the UMW take the op- 
portunity to assume leadership 
in effecting voluntary co-opera- 
tion of miners in complying 
with safety requirements, “Many 
of the traditional habits and 
methods of long standing must 
be changed to eliminate unsafe 
working conditions.” 


2. That the operators take ad- 
vantage of their present oppor- 
tunity to proceed voluntarily in, 
attaining maximum safety. The 
future of the industry may de- 
pend on their accomplishments.

3. That the Federal Bureau of 
Mines accept its present limited 
responsibility with the “encour- 
aging knowledge that enforce- 
ment of the code is provided for 
in the contract.” Under the 
UMW contract of July 1 the bu- 
reau will continue inspections 
and will report to the union and 
the operators. 


“Adequately to meet this re- 
sponsibility,” Collison said, “the 
bureau must in addition assume 
the responsibility of increased and 
continued experimentation in 
safety measures and practices. We 
know far too little of rock-dusting 
and the most effective applica- 
tions of this explosive preventive.” 


Collisson said that his report, 
which included production figures, 
“refutes without question” any 
theory that maximum safety can 
be accomplished only at the ex- 
pense of necessary production, 


“It would seem indefensible to 
permit the accomplishments thus 
acheived to remain static and the 
industry, the workers and the 
public to lapse into a state of 
complacency.” Collisson went ‘on: 
“The safety code is not in its 
present form a perfect document. 
It will require careful review and 
revision based on study, experi- 
mentation and the results of prac- 
tical application.” 


Report on Inspections. 


During the period of the report, 
Collisson said, there were 2429 reg- 
ular inspections and 629 special 
inspections of the mines by fed- 
eral agents. These inspections re- 
vealed 62,002 violations of the 
code. Of this number, 40,301 vio- 
lations were corrected and 9302

They 
seem to have forgotten that refugees are 
people too, and entitled to the same 
rights.

Some day 
we may be in need of a helping hand.

No Cheap Victory 


Members of Congress ought to be making up 
their minds during the recess to face the total 
implications of the Marshall plan and vote the 
funds that will be required to finance it. 

Penny-pinching about it can be as bad as blind 
isolatio Yet there are still members of 
Congress who act as though this colossal task 
could be done cheaply—or as though doing it 
cheaply would be worth while. 

“We are too little,” write Joseph and Stewart 
Alsop, “because the Administration dares not 
present to the hostile Congress programs which 
will cover the full needs of the world situation.” 

“.. The costly Marshall plan ... is definitely 
scheduled for head-on encounter with the con- 
gressional power of ‘the purse,” writes Doris 
Fleeson. ‘According to the record of the past 
session, the principal peril to the Marshall plan 
consists of economy-minded House Republicans 
who have consistently resisted sending Ameri, 
can dellars abroad.” 

Secretary Marshall and President Truman pre- 
sented only the Greek-Turk part of the Marshall 
plan to Congress because of the obvious neces- 
sity for coddling Congress along bit by bit into 
—it is hoped—eventual acceptance of its whole 
duty. With good reason they were afraid that 
if the entire program were presented in one 
piece Congress would be frightened into reject- 
ing it all. 

Must Congress act like a child? Must the 
harsh facts of Russian imperialism and world 
reconstruction be sugar-coated before it will 
accept them? Must it be taken by the hand and 
led, one toddling step after the other? 

The Marshall plan can succeed best if it is 
carried out boldly. If Congress could screw up 
its courage to the sticking point and bear to 
look at all the facts at once, the United States 
could present the world with a whole program, 
planned and authorized. The propaganda ad- 
vantage would be tremendous. No longer could 
Foreign Minister Masaryk of Czechoslovakia ask, 
in defense of his country’s refusal to join up: 
“What is the Marshall proposal anyway? We 
cannot tell until we have more particulars.” He 
would have all the particulars, and Czechs and 
Bulgarians, Yugoslavs and Romanians would 
know what they were missing by allowing Rus- 
sian domination to keep them out. 

For success, the Marshall plan also must have 
all the. money required—part won't do. If the 
plan were abandoned after the Greek-Turk part 
had been carried out, or ‘hny other part, the 
money already spent would be wasted, for the 
goal of stopping Russian expansionism would not 
be achieved in the countries neglected. 

As long as Congress does not meet the whole 
issue, there will be a possibility that it never 
will do so, and that possibility can be used to 
telling propaganda effect against it. There is no 
bargain basement edition of the Marshall plan. 
Any way it is gone about, it will cost a lot of 
money. But if it is prosecuted all-out, the money 
will be well spent. 

Another thing Congress should make up its 
mind to is to use the Marshall plan to the ut- 
most as propaganda for democracy and against 
imperialism in Europe. It will not do that by 
cutting down on the State Department’s “Voice 
of America” broadcasts to Soviet satellites, as 
it has done through mistaken notions of economy, 
The people of Russia and the Soviet-dominated 
countries should have it dinned into them by 
every means at the United States’ disposal that 
they are suffering by not being in on the Mar- 
shall plan—and in what ways and how much 
they are suffering. | 

The opportunity is magnificent, and it will be 
grasped by a Congress capable of putting the 
victory sign before the dollar sign. 
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Who’s Afraid of the Big Bad Bomb?

Senator Brewster stands under a grave accu- 
sation. from Howard Hughes, whose airplane 
contracts the Senator’s War Investigation Com- 
mittee is looking into. Senator Brewster is ac- 
cused of trying to use his investigatory powers 
to coerce Hughes into merging his Trans World 
Airways with Juan Trippe’s Pan American Air- 
ways. The charge is the more serious because 
Brewster is known as the best friend Juan 
Trippe has in the Senate. 

It is also the more’ serious, and demands 
answer by book, chapter and verse, because 
Mr. Hughes has made his charge that way. He 
says that Brewster, at lunch in his suite in 
Washington’s Mayflower Hotel, offered to call 
6ff the investigation if he would merge TWA 
with Pan American; that Trippe flew across the 
country to talk with him at Palm Springs; that 
Trippe told Brewster to hold up the investiga- 
tion until Hughes answered. 

If Hughes’ charges are true; Senator Brew- 
ster has abused his office to the extent of be- 
ing unfit to conduct the investigation or to sit 
in the United States Senate. 

Senator Brewster’s declaration that he will 
not “engage in running controversy” is far from 
a sufficient answer, He should testify under 
oath before his own committee as to what hap- 
pened, and produce any refutation he may have 
in the testimony of others or in documents. 

Mr. Hughes should be called to see whether 
he will repeat under oath, subject to prosecu- 
tion for perjury, the charges he has made in 
the press. : 

The charges are of such gravity that no means 
of proving whether they are true or false should 
be left unexplored. The integrity of members of 
Congress has been assailed recently in the cases 
of former Representative May, who has been 
sent to prison for taking a bribe, and Senator 
Bilbo, similarly accused, who has been barred 
from his seat but permitted to continue drawing 
the salary. In these incidents the good name of 
Congress itself is at stake, and the confidence of 
the people in it. 

At the same time, Mr. Hughes’ charges should 
not be permitted to deflect the investigation of 
reports that expense voychers were made out 
for lavish ee a of Government offi- 
cials who could help him obtain large war con- 
tracts. .Neither Senator Brewster nor Mr. 
Hughes can absolve himself by accusing the 
other. 
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Triangle of Wheat 


American wheat is a momentous triangle. If 
any side comes out badly, tragedy will follow. 
The three sides are: 

1. Europe and Asia require a continued flood 
of American grain. Otherwise hosts will starve 
—and survivors will fall into systems hostile to 
American security. 

2. Heavy wheat production for export involves 
tracts which should never, in a healthy agricul- 
ture, have been plowed—some 27,000,000 acres 
more than before the war. It was hoped that 
next year’s plantings could be somewhat re- 


- duced, but the short corn crop throws reliance 


back on wheat. 

The Great Plains have had a run of excep- 

tionally moist years. We have been lucky but 
will not always be. If the returning drouths 
find the plains as vulnerable as they are today, 
dust storms as in the 1930s, perhaps worse 
ones, will blow again. That would be catas- 
trophic—to the world’s hungry people, to the 
American people. 
3. It is therefore imperative that Marshall 
plan aid speed the time when the hungry lands 
again produce their own grain. Excess Ameri- 
can acreage can then be retired to protected 
grassland. The stakes are too great to gamble 
that drouth will not come before world agri- 
cultural recovery. So it is also imperative that 
our government somehow prevail on wheat farm- 
ers to reduce the margin for disaster by aggres- 
sive soil conservation measures.

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CAB Takes a Forward Step 


The Civil Aeronautics Board has announced 
that it will revive a prewar regulation requiring 
all airliners to carry automatic flight recorders 
to show the altitudes at which they fly and the 
air turbulence encountered. The revival of this 
regulation, dropped during the war because of 
scarcity of instruments, will be a highly com- 
mendable step by the CAB. 

A flight recorder is a small barographic in- 
strument which cdntinuously records altitude 
and time from takeoff to landing. Primarily it 
was intended as a means of checking on pilots 
to determine if their handling of the controls 
was so careless or faulty that the passengers re- 
ceived an unnecessarily rough ride. . Since it 
could be hidden away in the ship, unknown to 
the pilot, it acquired the title of “snooper.” 

But it has another use. It has been as reveal- 
ing to CAB crash investigators as fingerprints 
to.a detective. Sometimes it has afforded the 
only clew to the cause of a crash in which all 
aboard died, the graph showing whether flight 
was level or abruptly descending and the rate of 
descent at moment of impact. Had this flight 
analyzer been aboard some recently crashed air- 
liners it might have given the incontrovertible 
evidence needed for a speedy solution. In addi- 
tion it will serve as a deterrent and as a check 
on pilots tempted to clear terrain by léss than 
the required margin. The CAB should rule that 
all lines, scheduled and unscheduled, carry the 
flight recorder.

The one real threat to the capitalistic 
system in America today is the cleavage 
between capital and labor. Despite the 
wishful thinking of most of my fellow capi- 
talists, labor alone is not to blame, An 
equal, if not a larger, share of responsibil- 
ity rests on the shoulders of the capitalists 
themselves. Take last fall’s coal] controver- 
sy as a concrete illustration of my point. 


The Government, fronting for the own- . 


ers of the mines, declined to consider any 
changes as long as the mines continued in 
federal possession. The nation was driven 
from one fit of madness to another by rant- 
ing oratory on the radio and by blazing 
headlines, inflammatory editorials and bru- 
tal cartoons in the press, until civil war 
would have been inevitable, had it not been 
for the wisdom and the restraint of the 
miners’ leader, 


The casualness with which we capital- 
ists seem willing—nay, even eager-—to in- 
vite the collapse of our economic system in 
almost every industrial dispute for the sole 
purpose of thwarting labor is utterly in- 
comprehensible, In a democracy like ours, 
where the majority rules, therefore, capi- 
talism cannot survive without the support 
of labor. | 


The Ciilens Close Ranks 


The division that has existed in the ranks 
of labor itself has tempted many of our 
captains of industry to believe that it is 
safe to attack one union or group of unions 
without incurring the ill will of others. 


Here, again, the coal case is illustrative. 
Organized labor closed its ranks and ex- 
pressed unanimous opposition to the short- 
sighted measures taken against the UMW. 


I also believe we may ultimately see a 
strong alliance between labor and the farm- 
er, accompanied by a tremendous expansion 
of the manufacturing and selling co-opera- 
tives. The effecting of such a formidable 
combination awaits only the magic touch 
of some dynamic personality. Then, if 
capitalism has not already gone by the 
board, its continued existence will be com- 
pletely at the mercy of an estranged 95 
per cent of the electorate. 


To avoid extinction, if for no loftier mo- 
tive, we who are capitalists will have to 
begin by muzzling such organizations as 
the National Association of Manufacturers 
and by recognizing, and sincerely regret- 
ting, that there is bad feeling on both sides. 


Our next step ought to be full and un- 
grudging acceptance of labor as human 
beings and as our partners who do the 
work. 


“Anti-Labor Propaganda” 


Anti-labor propaganda has received far 
more attention from the press and the 
radio than news of labor’s constructive ac- 
tivities, simply because the proprietors of 
our agencies of publicity are capitalists, 
forming a strong community of interest 
with their industrial brethren. 


I am a firm believer in freedom of the 
press, but certainly freedom of the press 
becomes a downright menace to society 
when misused in this manner. 


One of the worst sins committed by our 
corporations is entrusting the handling of 
labor relations to lawyers. So far as I 
know, no appeal to the courts and no 
amount of flyspecking of statutes for tech- 


nicalities to prove labor in the wrong ever 
settled a strike. Labor relations are human 
relations; they require the human, not the 
legal, approach. 


For similar reasons, there can be noth- 
ing but criticism for the capitalists who 
have lately taken to running to Washing- 
ton like crybabies for help from the poli- 
ticilans and the bureaucrats in suppressing 
labor. The whole story of governmental 
interference in business is foreign to free 
enterprise, 


# 

Industry .need not delude itself that it 
will often enjoy the support of the poli- 
ticians. Politicians have to have votes to 
be returned to office and, as I have already 
said labor, not capital, has the votes. 


A Reservoir of Talent 


The only recourse we capitalists have, if 
we want to preserve our system, is to deal 
directly with labor ourselves. Among my 
warm friends are a number of labor lead- 
ers. They are very able and attractive men. 
4n common with the rest of humanity, they 
have ambition and pride, 


We capitalists are overlooking a great 
reservoir of talent by not inviting these 
men onto the boards of directors of our 
corporations and the boards of trustees of 
our universities and other public institu- 
tions, 


This is not to say that labor fs perfect, 
any more than management is. Labor is 
guilty of many abuses. Thé one that calls 
for the strongest criticism is the small pro- 
duction per man in some industries in com- 
parison tothe output that could be achieved. 


It is difficult to berate labor for demand- 
ing more pay for less work, however, while 
many corporation officials who devote half 
of their time to golf vote themselves enor- 
mous “incentive” bonuses at the expense 
of their stockholders. 


Classic Example of Folly 


The classical example of managerial fol- 
ly is found in one especially vain and strut- 
ting corporation head who wasted §$20,- 
000,000 of his stockholders’ money in a fu- 
tile fight against a strike for union recog- 
nition. Having spearheaded the attack on 
labor, he expected his fellow industrialists 
to reward his company with more business, 
but found that they placed their orders 
with other concerns whose more depend- 
able labor relations assured better deliv- 
ery. 

The only tangible result of his whole per- 
formance has been an occasional word of 
praise from Westbrook Pegler. 


I prefer capitalism and democracy to all 
other economic and political forms, I be- 
lieve they will only survive as long as their 
leaders set an example of hard work and 
restraint toward those who are less well 
off. It is the job of capital to convince 
labor of the dignity and glory of the stren- 
uous life,

Between Book Ends 
Misdirected Farm Aid 


AS YOU SOW, by Walter Goldschmidt. (Haercocrt, 

Brace & Co., New York.) 

How to combat the spread of social mis- 
ery as industrialism moves across the farm- 
ing areas is the theme of this on-the-spot 
study of three California communities. The 
author neatly disposes of the political fic- 
tion that regards the farm problem on the 
basis of a “farm home, with sons helping 
father, with mother in the kitchen and the 
hired man a part of the family.” 


Special plheaders have obscured the fact 
that there are vast differences between the 
sort of farm guarantees needed by a Mis- 
sourl homestead, a. California industrial 
farm and a Southern plantation, Recogni- 
tion has been lacking that half the farm 
population produces 90 per cent of the com- 
modities which enter commercial channels, 
When relief measures were undertaken, it 
resulted that help in the largest amount 
was given to many who needed it least, 


Out of an agricultural working force of 
14,500,000 persons, 1,000,000 are commercial 
farmers employing more labor than they 
perform themselves, 1,200,000 employ only 
supplemental labor, and 1,100,000 hire no 
labor. This total of 3,300,000 compares with 
4,800,000 wage laborers in agriculture, most 
of them employed only seasonally, and un- 
paid family labor and.part-time, residential 
and subdstence farmers numbering 6,400,- 
000.

Out of these figures Mr, Goldschmidt ex- 
tracts the conclusion that a farm policy of 
pampering employer-farmers and ignoring 
the farm worker cannot be considered pro- 
tecting the “agricultural” population, On 
the other hand, both price and labor poli- 
cies have resulted in hastening the growth 
of industrialized farming, the seed stock of 
which is field labor, lacking any wage pro- 
tection or social security. He points out 
that the value of the labor of the working 
farmer would be enhanced by enactment 
of a minimum farm wage, whereas the 
competitive advantage of factory farms 
would be reduced. A professionalized farm 
labor group, with full status as members 
of the community, is his prescription for 
the future. 


“If we continue to promulgate laws 
based upon an outmoded and unrealistic 
stereotype,” Mr. Goldschmidt writes, “our 
rural communities will be peopled with un- 
stable and insecure workers, spotted with 
rural slums, broken by class schisms, and 
devoid of those democratic qualities that 
have served rural America in the past.”

TELEVISION TECHNIQUES, by Hoyland Settinger, 

(Harper & Brothers, New York.) 

Hoyland Bettinger is a television consult- 
ant and former manager of the General 
Electric telestation, WRGB. His book fur- 
ther proves how well he knows his busi- 
ness. It is the best manual on the tools 
of television to be written so far, and it 
should be as helpful to the sponsor or 
prospective buyer of a sight-and-sound re- 
ceiving set as to the young men and wom- 
en preparing for television careers. 

In his thorough treatment of program 
production, Mr, Bettinger first discusses 
the limitations of the television equipment 
and the composition of the picture. On 
this foundation he builds his analysis of 
photography, direction and script-writimg, 
with his own drawings as illustrations.

Manufactured Crisis. 


The longer it lasts, the more 
likely it is to destroy Dutch inter- 
nal unity at a time when unity 
is needed to quicken the prospects 
of Dutch recovery. It is bound to 
alienate Socialist sympathy every- 
where for Holland, 

The “Big Stick” belongs to an 
age that is passing in imperial 


affairs. Its effect in the long run 


will be a diminution in the avail- 
ability of Indonesian resources, an 
increase in danger to Dutch lives 
in the area—perhaps, indeed, to 
all white peoples’ lives—and the 
growth of the conviction among 
Indonesians who had hoped for 
settlement that the European, in 
the last resort, will use force to 
preserve his interests if he sees 
any chance of its success. 

That there have been Dutch poli- 
ticians who sincerely hoped for a 
peaceful settlement need not be 
doubted. But it is equally certain 
that from the end of the war there 
have been powerful Dutch inter- 
ests at work whose one object 
was to preserve their power at 
any cost in Indonesia. 

They have worked to produce 
the present crisis with relentless 
zeal. They have never been will- 
ing to accept the compromise Lord 
Inverchapel was able, by his tact 
and patience, to secure. They 
have never been willing to realize 


making a grave mistake. The 
only Indonesia that is valuable to 
them is a peaceful Indonesia. It 
is impossible to exploit a country 
that is capable of being governed 
only by maintaining there a state 
of permanent siege. 


Britain’s Example. 


The Dutch Government ought to 
look at British imperial history. 
Its obvious lesson is that one can 
do far better business with a 
friendly partner than with a sullen 
and hostile people which bitterly 
resents its subjection. And the 
longer the Dutch are compelled to 
maintain their authority by force, 
the longer it will take them to re- 
gain a position where they can 
hope for confidence from the 
Indonesians, 

All this is quite apart from 

the injury done to the idea 
of peace by international action. 
It was notable that the Dutch 
Government did not consult the 
United Nations. It did not even 
consult the British or American 
Governments, to both of which it 
owed the possibility of its return 
to Indonesia, The method it has 
adopted will encourage all those 
forces in the world which seek to 
settle differences by power rather 
than persuasion, 
One may hope that every gov- 
ernment which can hope to exer- 
cise its influence will get the 
Dutch to see their folly at the 
earliest possible moment. This 
eighteenth century adventure is 
an unpardonable anachronism, 


Wasted Opportunity. 


It will poison Euro-Asiatic rela- 
tions. That has been made pain- 
fully obvious by the bitter com- 
ments of India’s Jawaharlal 
Nehru, He even suggests the pos- 
sibility that this action may well 
jeopardize the whole future of the 
United Nations. That will help 
nothing but the evil influences 
with which the world has to cope; 
least of all will it help the Dutch 
themselves. 

Rarely has a worse choice been 
made by a government which had 
a great opportunity to show that it 
had learned one of the great les- 
sons of the war, Here was a chance 
of wise statesmanship which has 
been wantonly thrown away. The 
sooner the Dutch begin to realize 
their mistake, the better will: be 
the chance of refashioning a Eu- 
rope that has the hope of count- 
ing as a major influence in the 
world, 


MOVIE INDUSTRY 
TIGHTENS AD CODE 
FOR ‘GOOD TASTE’ 


NEW YORK, July 31 (UP)— 
The Motion Picture Association of 
America today announced amend- 
ments to its self-regulated adver- 
tising and publicity code to as- 
sure “good taste and decency.” 

An appeal was circulated to all 
elements of the industry, includ- 


ing theater operators and non- 
members producers, to observe the 
voluntary code. 

Charles Schlaifer, 20th century 
Fox advertising director and 
chairman of the association’s ad- 
visory council, said a few inde- 
pendent producers had hurt the 
entire industry by their abuse of 
advertising. 

Amendments to the code pro- 
vide: 

That publicity for films as well 
as advertising shall not capitalize 
on court actions dealing with cen- 
sorship or censorship disputes. 

That the bar on nudity in pic- 
tures shall be extended to bar de- 
picting clothed figures “in such 
manner as to be offensive or con- 
trary to good taste or morals.” 

That advertising shall] “conform 
to fact: scrupulously avoid mis- 
representation.”

LINCOLN WARNED 
LABOR NOT TO WAR 
AGAINST PROPERTY 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (INS)— 
President Lincoln hailed by Ameri- 
can working men as their friend, 
cautioned the infant labor move- 
ment in 1864 to avoid “a war 
upon property” and its owners, 
The Robert Todd Lincoln col- 
lection in the Library of Congress 
discloses that Lincoln stated his 
views in an address to the New 
York Workingmen’s Democratic 
Republican Association which pre- 
sented the President with an hon- 
orary membership in Washington. 
Lincoln also took occasion to 
brand the “perpetuation of African 
Slavery” as “a war upon the rights 
of all working peoples” and ad- 
monished.workers to “beware of 
prejudice, working division and 
hostility among themselves.” Then, 
he added his comments on prop- 
erty rights: 

“Nor should this lead to a war 
upon property, or the owners of 
property. Property is the fruit of 
labor. Property is desirable—is a 
positive good in the world. That 
some should be rich shows that 
others may become rich and hence 
is just encouragement to industry 
and enterprise.” 

He illustrated this point with 
the following parable: 

“Let not him who is houseless 
pull down the house of another, 
but let him labor diligently and 
build one for himself, thus by ex- 
ample assuring that his own shall 
be safe from violence when built.”

Survey Shows Teacher Supply 
Here Is Likely to Be. Adequate 


Some County Faculties This Fall, However, 
Are Said to Be Not Up to Prewar 
Quality—Salaries Up. 


The supply of teachers for the 
new school year in both city and 
St. Louis county public schools is 
expected to be adequate this year, 
a survey by the Post-Dispatch has 
disclosed, Some county districts 
had difficulty last year in filling 
all positions, 


Some county superintendents 
say the quality of their teaching 
staffs, on the basis of experience 
and education, is not up to pre- 
war standards and many report 
that such specialists as kinder- 
garten and music teachers are 
hard to find. 


The better supply this year is 
attributed to the generally higher 
salary scales currently prevailing 
and to the return of teachers from 
the armed services and industry. 
A number of veterans who com- 
pleted work for their master’s 
degrees with the aid of the G.I. 
Bill of Rights are helping to swell 
the reservoir of teaching talent. 


St. Louis public schools will have 
most of the teachers who were 
employed last year plus a number 
returning from the service, Ed- 
ward H. Beumer, assistant super- 
intendent, said, Of the approxi- 
mately 106 teachers who obtained 
leaves of absence to enter the 
armed services, all but about six 
have returned or will return this 
fall, he added, 


Weakening of Monopoly. 

This fall will also see the first 
result of weakening the monopoly 
hitherto enjoyed by graduates of 
Harris and Stowe teachers col- 
leges on teaching positions in the 
elementary schools. The board 
voted last February to admit out- 
siders to the teaching staff to 
the extent necessary to fill any 
positions left open after all St. 
Louis teacher graduates had been 
placed. Of 18 persons graduated 
from other institutions, who took 
the competitive examinations, six 
white and two Negro applicants 
were given appointments. All 
hold A.B. or B.S. degrees, Beumer 
said. 

A possible new source of teach- 
ers may become available to the 
St. Louis schools by the end of 
the year if the Board of Educa- 
tion lifts its bar on married wom- 
en teachers.- Thus far, the board 
has refused to end the long-stand- 
ing bar, but most members sup- 
porting the bar have stated they 
would accept whatever 


mendation on the subject is made 
by Prof. William W. Burke of 
Washington University when he 
submits a plan for an over-all 
merit system, 


Prof. Burke, who was given un- 
til Nov. 5 to submit his report, 
has announced he favors the prin- 
ciple of making married women 
eligible for appointment to teach- 
ing positions but he fomesees some 
difficulty in implementing that 
principle, particularly as it af- 
fects the reinstatement of former 
teachers who left the system when 
they married, 


The most immediate effect of re- 
moving the bar probably would be 
the retention in service of some 
teachers who otherwise would be 
lost to the schools through mar- 
riage during the year. No one 
knows, of course, how many would 
continue their teaching careers 
after marriage, but the percentage 
is believed to be fairly high. 


Wages Generaily Up. 

Virtually all teachers will find 
more money in their pay envelopes 
this fall. In St. Louis schools, a 
beginning teacher who formerly 
received $1700 plus a $250 cost-of 
living adjustment will now receive 
$2300 under a transitional sched- 
ule which will yield to a perma- 
nent schedule next year. In the 
1948-49 schoo] year the beginning 
teacher will receive $2400. The | 
maximum salary attainable this 
year is $4500 instead of $4100 at 
the end of 17 years. The maxi- 
mum remains the same next year 
except that it is reached in 12 
years instead of the present 17. 


St. Louis County Superintend- 
ent of Schools Rufus G. Russell 
said salaries in the districts under 
his jurisdiction had been increased 
generally from 10 to 25 per cent. 
In Clayton, Superintendent John, 
L. Bracken said the increase 
would average about $400 annu- 
ally. A similar increase was 
granted last year to most Univer- 
sity City public school teachers. 

The present and future salary 
increases in the city schools has 
met with the approval of the AFL 
American Federation of Teachers 
of St. Louis and St. Louis county. 
“We are pleased with the St. Louis 
schedule as an over-all proposi- 
tion,” Miss Louise Erbe, president, 
said. “It is not much of an in- 
crease at the high school level 
but it does mean a fine advance

When 
Lincoln later appointed Delahay 
to the federal bench it was ques- 
tioned by many as certainly the 
queerest, gnd possibly the worst 
appointment, ever made by the 
war president. Delahay’s letters 
are the only ones I have noted 
thus far in this period which use 
the name “Abe Lincoln” on the en-

CHINESE FARMERS 
FACE HUNGER; CAN’T 
BUY OWN PRODUCE 


Rice They Sold in Advance 
Is Being Offered to Them 
at 10 Times Price. 


HANKOW, July 31 (UP)—De- 
spite the fact that Hunan prov- 
ince rice fields are bursting with 
grain, China's “rice bowl" faces 
the possibility of a man-made 
famine this winter because farm- 
ers cannot afford to buy their own 
rice. 

One source who just returned 
from Changsha, capital of Hunan, 
said famine looms in the midst of 
plenty because farmers were 
forced to sell their crops in ad- 


vance to local merchants when 
they needed money for food last 
winter. Now the merchants are 
selling it back to them at 10 times 
the purchase price. A farmer who 
sold rice for 18,000 dollars 
(Chinese) for a 110-pound picul 
now is forced to buy it back for 
180,000 dollars. 

As few farmers can afford such 


price, Hunan’s rice is pouring into 
Hankow and other cities outside 
the province by river, junk, rail 
and cart—despite the bar on food 
exports from the province. 


U.N.R.R.A. is shipping rice, 
milk, soup-powder and _ tinned 
food from the United States intu 
Hunan. Local relief officials are 
incensed over this situation, and 
are exerting pressure on govern- 
ment officials to enforce the bar 
on Hunan food exports. But their 
efforts mostly have been in vain. 

Persons here from Changsha re- 
port that the situation shows , lit- 
tle totam, prt of improving. Hunan 
farmers already. have sold the 
crop which they hope to plant 
after the present one is harvested 
+-to buy at least part of the cur- 
rent crop to feed their families. 


NANKING, July 31 (AP)—The

The Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co. is conducting a study 
to determine whether it shall seek 
higher rates in the five-state area 
it serves, a company spokesman 
announced today. 

“The company is currently re- 
viewing the whole earnings sit- 
uation, but no decision has yet 
been made as to whether in- 
creased rates will be sought,” he 
declared. Operating costs have 
soared, he pointed out, citing 
higher costs of materials and 
Wage increases granted employes 
last May. 

Southwestern Bell serves Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Arkansas and 
Oklahoma, as well as the East St. 
Louis area. 

At Little Rock, Chairman Charles 
C. Wine of the Arkansas Public 
Service Commission said he had 
been “unofficially informed” the 
company was preparing exhibits 
and would apply for rate increases 
in the early fall. 

For Joint Hearings, 

Wine announced he had written 
the Missouri, Kansas and Okla- 
homa state regulatory bodies pro- 
posing that joint hearings be held 
on. the expected = applications. 
Texas was not included in the 
proposal, he explained, because 
jurisdiction over telephone Compa- 
nies there is handled by munici- 
palities. 

The joint hearing was suggest- 
ed so that each state commission 
might have benefit of “a full dis- 
closure of the company’s revenues 
and proposals in each of the 
states involved as well as system- 
wise,” Wine said. 

The last state-wide rate increase 
in Missouri was in 1919, the com- 
pany reported. In 1925, after uni- 
fication of the Bell and Kinloch 
telephone properties here, South- 
western Bell was granted a local

2? WOMEN KILLED

‘Lightning Blamed—Celluloid 


and Acetone Fumes Cause

PARIS, July 31 (AP)—French 
officials today tentatively blamed 
a lightning flash for a fire which 
last night swept through a third- 
story room of a women’s prison 
here, resulting in the death of 22 
of the inmates.

Women have two basic needs, 
she says—“to eat and to have 
children.”

To carry out their function of 
child bearing, Dr. Farnham 
avers, womefi have been consti- 
tuted for the purpose physically, 
emotionally and body-wise. 

She says flatly: 

“If you’re born a woman, you 
can’t be happy as long as you're 
not being a woman.” 

She grants that there have al- 
ways been “deviants,” women who 
were “not over-feminized.” In 
this category fall the suffragettes, 
Dr. Farnham says. 

But, unhappily, she adds they 
cut the modern pattern for all 
women. 

She says that when the femin- 
ists “went on their rampage” they 
“liberated” their home ~- loving, 
child-bearing sisters into a “ter- 
rible conflict.” 

The result, according to her own 
observations, is that “women are 
as nervous as witches, They’re ag-

Our country sent us a cold 
official telegram instead of our 
beloved son, and now I guess our 
government thinks we should be 
made to face another war, God 
forbid. The sun can never shine 
for us again if this is true,”

SHE ADDS that there must be 
many women in the U.S.S.R., in 


* Yugoslavia, and in the other Bal- 


kan countries, who must feel as 
she does. She thinks that Gold 
Star mothers should be represent- 
ed in the United Nations, as she 
is sure they could find ways of 
settling international problems. 
It is senseless, she says, to go on 
fighting when, in the end, ques- 
tions have to be settled around 
the table. 

All that she says is true, There 
have been organizations before 
and there will be organizations 
again, formed among women in 
this country for the purposes she 
has in mind. But I wonder how 
such organizations would be 
looked upon in the other coun- 
tries she mentions. I wonder how 
much freedom of speech the wom- 
en of these other nations would 
have.

Pitcher Who Won 16 Games in a Row 


Ewell Blackwell, 


Cincinnati Star, 


at 6 Feet 54 Inches Is the Tallest 
Man in Baseball--At That, He's Been 
No Pennant Pole for His Ball Club

CINCINNATI, July 31. 
$é6é E looks like a guy fallin’ 

H out of a tree!” 

That’s what Dixie Walk- 
er, Brooklyn’s great hitter, said 
about Ewell Blackwell, the Cin- 
cinnati dread, the reptilian right- 
hander whose great winning 
streak was snapped at 16 games 
yesterday afternoon when the 
Giants beat him, 5 to 4, in 10 
innings. He throws a fang-ball, 
which makes him baseball’s most 
widely discussed and effective 
pitcher. 

“Fang-ball? That’s something 
new,” says the pasty and sad-faced 
Blackwell, who is built along the 
slender lines of a bed slat. Yes, 
he looks like Marty Marion on a 
diet—a fellow who could use a 
good beef stew with a generous 
helping of dumplings. 

The Cincinnati beanpole is mod- 
est almost to a fault when ques- 
tioned about his sensational 
pitching. 

“My best pitch is nothing more 
than a fast ball that sinks. Other 
pitchers have used it. Bucky 


Walters rode to fame with it back. 


in 1939 and '40. He helped me 
master the pitch. He also helped 
me with my sidearm curve and 
change of pace.” 

Inkwell — rather, Blackwell — is 
not too astonished by his suc- 
cesses (18 victories, 16 of them in 
a row, including a no-hitter, a 
two-hitter and four three-hitters) 
because he figured he’d win 25 
games this season and he thinks 
his unorthodox windup—his pre- 
pitch gyrations—have something 
to do with his 1947 appraisals 
which value him above Feller, 
Newhouser, Breechen, Trout and 
Branca, according to which Cin- 
cinnati fan you address. 


And to think this is the same 
young man who, when a kid of 
13, didn’t care about baseball; in 
fact, he quit the game. 


When asked why he quit, 
Blackie calmly replied: “I just 
got tired of it.” 

“He means he was bored,” 
cracked Eddie Miller, star short- 
stop of the Reds. 

“O.K.,” Blackie said, laughing. 
“IT was bored. Anyway, I didn’t 
have much ambition to be a ball 
player.” 

“However, my dad, who played 
some semi-pro baseball around 
our home town of San Dimas, 
Calif., insisted that I take up the 
game again. 

“T startea out as a third base- 
man. But it didn’t take our man- 
ager long to rind out that as a 


third-sacker I was a pretty good 


pitcher. I always could throw 
hard. However, I didn’t know 
where the ball was going. As a 
result, the opposing hitters rarely 
dug in against me.” 

Blackie then went on to de- 
scribe how major league scouts 
came on his trail, ringing the 
family door bell and making mid- 
night telephone calls starting with 
his freshman year in high school.

As alreacy indicated, the slam 
contract had considerably less 
than an even chance for success 
against the normal, and to be ex- 
pected, club lead that West made, 
With the club ace driven out im- 
mediately, declarer saw that he 
would have quite a time avoiding 
the loss of both a spade and a 
club trick, 


However, to his credit, South 
ferreted out the only reasonable 
chance for success. After playing 
the club ace, he drew two rounds 
of diamonds, then, since he would 
have urgent need of dummy’s third 
diamond, left one trump at large 
and ran off the heart suit. To his 
great satisfaction, it developed 
that East had started with four 
hearts and three trumps, which 
meant that he could do nothing to 
counter declarer’s plan. - Dummy’s 
low club went off on declarer’s 
fourth heart, and a club ruff in 
dummy insured the contract. De- 
clarer entered his own hand with 
a spade to the ace, drew the last 
trump, and finally conceded only 
one spade trick. 


It will be observed that declarer 
was very fortunate in finding the 
exact distribution that he required, 
but at the same time he was to be 
commended for analyzing the sit- 
uation and playing for that “one 
chance.” .

Jellied Tomato Chicken Broth 

One quart good strength chicken 
broth; one and one-half cups 
canned tomatoes; one tablespoon 
coarsley chopped onion; one- 
fourth bay leaf; three or four 
whole cloves; one branch “celery 
or one-fourth teaspoon celery seed; 
pinch curry powder; two and one- 
half tablespoons plain gelatin. 

It will take a 2%4-lb. chicken to 
simmer in one quart water for 
such broth. (Use chicken to make 
salad mixture for sandwiches next 
day.) Use bony pieces of chicken 


to make broth. Chill chicken soup 
and remove every trace of fat. 
Simmer tomatoes with next four 
ingredients 15 to 20 minutes. 
Strain to obtain puree. Add the 
curry powder and gelatin which 
has been softened in one-half cup 
of chicken broth and stir until 
gelatin dissolves, then add remain- 
ing chicken broth. Pour into a 
bowl, cover and chill until con- 
gealed. Garnish with whipped 
cream. Serves five‘or six.

HERE are three advantages to 

whipping light cream (not over 

19% butterfat), It tastes as 
good, costs less, and is not so fat- 
tening as whipping cream, But 
one can’t whip it without an aid. 
The most satisfactory aid for the 
homemaker is plain gelatin which 
has long been used in commercial 
whipped cream. Here is the way 
to proceed. For each .cup (one- 
half pint) cream sprinkle one level 
teaspoon of granulated gelatin 
over two tablespoons of cold water 
in a small pan. Let soften a few 


boiling water. Place the cold 
cream in a bowl and stir vigorously 
while adding melted gelatin. Place 
a beater along with cream in re- 
frigerator one to two hours. Re- 
move and whip, add two table- 
spoons sugar before or after whip- 
ping. The whipped product has a 
glassy surface and shows its gel- 
atinized character. 


Apricot Bavarian. 

Two teaspoons plain gelatin, one- 
fourth cup cold water, three- 
fourths cup apricot puree, three- 
fourths cup sugar, one cup whip- 
ping cream or evaporated milk (or 
one cup coffee cream plus one tea- 
spoon granulated gelatin), two tea- 
spoons lemon juice. 

Soften gelatin in cold water. 
Heat apricot puree to boiling. 
(Make apricot puree by combining 
one-half pound apricots with two 
cups cold water after washing 


apricots and soaking for two to 
three hours in three cups water. 
Simmer until just tender. Stir in 
one-fourth to one-third cup sugar.) 
Add XXXX sugar to puree and 
softened gelatin and stir thor- 
oughly until dissolved. Cool until 
mixture becomes thick and syrupy. 
Whip whipping cream or coffee 
cream gelatin mixture. When stiff, 
add lemon juice and continue beat- 
ing until well blended, Fold into 
apricot puree, turn into mold 4nd 
chill until firm. Unmold onto 
chilled serving plate. 

Note: Two whipping or coffee 
cream may be increased to three- 
fourths cup if a less concentrated 
apricot flavor is preferred.

Sift all-purpose flour, measure 
one cup and resift with one and 
one-half teaspoons baking powder, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-half 
teaspoon dry mustard. Combine 
one beaten egg and one-half cup 
milk, one tablespoon melted short- 


ening and one-half cup fresh or 


drained canned whole kernel corn, 
Add to flour mixtures, stirring 
only until flour is moistened. Turn 
mixture into greased four-cup 
ring mold and bake in a hot oven 
(425 degrees F.) for 30 to 35 min- 
utes or until corn ring tests done. 
While ring is baking, prepare 
creamed chicken and green pepper 
as follows: Make one cup white 
sauce by melting three or four 
tablespoons butter in saucepan, 
blend in three or four tablespoons 
flour and one-half teaspoon salt 
and mix until smooth. Stir in one 
cup milk or one-half cup evaporat- 
ed milk arfd one-half cup water. 
To this thick white sauce add one 
cup chicken broth. If chicken 
broth is not available, a chicken 
bouillon cube in a cup of boiling 
water may be substituted. Add 
two cups left-over chicken. and 
one-fourth cup chopped green 
pepper and heat thoroughly. When 
corn ring is thoroughly baked, it 
is inverted onto serving plate and 
the center is filled with creamed 
mixture. Five to. six servings.

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How It Started 
By Jean Newton 


“Bigot.” 

HE meaning of Bigot today 

needs no explanation; it is no- 

torious. The word’s origin, 
however, is less clear-cut. ,As 
sometimes happens with a contro- 
versial word, there are several ac- 
ceptable theories as to how it 
came into the language. 

To dispose first of the least in- 
triguing to this student of words, 
there is the Spanish bigote, mean- 
ing a “whisker,” whence an 
“hombre de bigote” was a man of 
spirit and vigor (hair on his 
chest?) and, by extension, per- 
haps a zealot; zealots are the stuff 
that bigots can be made of! 

However, the French bigot 


‘Means “hypocrite,” and the term 


is known to have been once given 
to the Normans in France. Its 
early use in French, and appar- 
ently also its entrance into Eng- 
lish, was in this sense of hypo- 
crite rather than hater, and its 
use in the sense of religious big- 
otry, as we know it today, seems 
to have begun not earlier than 
the 17th century. 

Another plausible theory has the 
word a corruption of “By God” 
(bi Got), an oath frequently used 
among the Normans, which came 
into England with William the 
Conqueror. There is a story that 
it dates from the expression used 
by Rollo, duke of Normandy,

the King: “Ne se, bi Got.” 
Perhaps the most creditable spe- 
cialists in the field connect the 
word’s origin with an old order 
of pious women called the Be- 
guines, named. after Lambert le 
Begue (the stammerer), a priest 
of Liege, Belgium. 
second World War there were still 
two well-known Beguinages in 
Belgium, one dating from 1234. 
This was the earliest of all non- 
monastic societies of women or- 
ganized for charitable purposes. 
Its members were under no vows, 
nor rules of any order, merely 
banded together for pious and 
benevolent living. The use of their 
name as a term of .derision, 
whence, it is thought, came our 
“bigot,” may have started with 
their associations in the _ thir- 
teenth and fourteenth centuries, 
with a sect called the “brethren 
and sisters of the free spirit,”
